of papers or bu lletin bo ards and the 
bribing of employes 
o f papers serv ed 
by the Associated 
Press, 
the 
co urt 
disposed of the contention 
o f the de­ 
fe nd a nt’s petition that 
the Asso ciated 
Press was gu ilty of the sam e things,

W hy Bells Were Placed in Tomb s. 
The man who invented hells failed to 
perpetuate his nam e together with his 
harmonious and useful device. A popu­ 
lar legend credits the im-:-r<non 
10 
Paullnus, b ishop of Nola. 
But this 
does not take account of the fact that i 
hells were mentioned in hi tory and 
literature centuries b efore the title of 
bishop was known. 
Cicero refers to 
bells as part of the equipm ent of Ro­ 
man baths. 
They w ere also used in 
the houses of patricians to summon 
slav es and serv ants and to gather the 
family for dinner, just as they are 
used today . 
They were used even farther b ack 
In antiquity to keep evil spirits from 
the last resting places of the mighty. 
It has b een estab lished, for instance, 
that many centuries b efore Christ the 
tomb of Proseina, the great Etruscan 
king, was furnished with small b ells 
on chains, so arranged that they would 
tinkle in the slightest b reeze and serve 
as a perpetual “no trespass” sign 
to 
undesirable alien spirits. 
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Running Water in 
Houses, for In­ 
stance, Was a Lux ury Enjoy ed by 
Both the Roman and Early 
Egy ptian Civ ilizations. 


Many of the so-called “modern im- 
prnvemeriis” of civilization, which so 
largely contrib ute to the comfort of 
living, are b y no means so recent In 
origin as we are disposal to imagine. 
An em inent archeologist lias recent­ 
ly declared, for ex ample, that Nero’s 
palace in Rome had three elevators. 
It is true that those elevators must 
have b een hoisting machines of very 
primitive 
pattern—operated 
presum­ 
ab ly b y man power, with the help of 
rope and counter weight—and it is 
more than doub tful that they were 
ever used to carry human freight. Few 
palaces or other b uildings iu ancient 
Rome were more than two stories in 
height, and passenger “lifts’’ were for 
that reason not needed. 
We are accustomed to think of run­ 
ning w ater in houses as a modern lux 
ur.v. 
New York city did not have it 
until 1776, when a reservoir was con­ 
structed east of Broadway, Into which 
w ater was raised b y pumping it from 
wells <3ug for the purpose. 
But that 
was 
a 
very 
primitive arrangem ent 
compared with the system of ancient 
Rome, b y which w ater was b rought 
from gri*at distances In aqueducts that 
were marvels of engineering and that 
emptied through lead pipes, into thou­ 
sands 
tanks of Juwn stone. 
Erected at intervals along the streets 
of Bompeii were pillars of masonry, 
>il» wliieh ran lead pipes; and on top 
of each pillar was a tank, from which 
w ater was distrib uted b y pipes to the 
houses. 
All dwellings, ex cept those of 
the very poor, were thus supplied, and 
some had nearly it score of faucets, 
controlled 
b y 
stopcocks 
that 
were 
much like those that are in use today. 
At many street corners there were 
fountains with stone b asins, the edges 
of which even now show depressions 
worn b y the hands of the people who 
leaned over to drink. Those fountains 
were fed b y the city water, which was 
b rought b y an aqueduct from a distant 
place so elevated that the “head*’ 
w a s 
very powerful. That kind of engineer­ 
ing was highly dev. , p, d 
times.

Aid to Transplanting. 
Transplanting flowering and vege­ 
tab le plants is now greatly facilitated 
b y the use of paper flower pots which 
are nothing more or less than the fa­ 
miliar paper drinking cups.

in the farm and garden these cups 
are perforated and the seedlings are 
grown in them in the nursery*. 
When 
it comes time to put the delicate plants 
out in the open they are transferred 
b odily, pots and all, and placed iu the 
ground. 
The transfer is attended b y 
no shock whatever, which is rarely 
the case when the roots are disturb ed 
during t he operation as when removing 
fhcni from the little pots of clay which 
are generally used for this purpose. 
The perforations enab le the rootlets 
to find their way b eyond the limits of 
the pot, and so the paper dues not in­ 
terfere with their growth.

MADE ON FARM

Unmarketable Apples Conv erted Into Table Condiment ' 
* 


Good cider vinegar which will meet the requirem ents of b oth federal and 
state food laws can b e made on the farm, say the specialists of the b ureau 
of chemistry, United States departm ent of agriculture. Cider vinegar is made 
b y sub jecting apple eider to a process of uleoholie fermentation b y which the 
sugar in the apple juice is changed to alcohol, producing what is commonly 
called hard cider, and then sub jecting the hard cider to a process of acetic 
ferm entation b y which the alcohol is changed to 
acetic a» id. The acetic acid 
gives to vinegar its characteristic sourness. 
Windfall apples which are not green or rotten, small apples, and any 
sound apples that cannot he m arketed as fruit may he used protfUab ly for 
vinegar making. 
Neither green nor rotten apples will make good cider or 
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Apple Cider is Changed Into Alcohol, Which in Turn Is Conv erted Into Acetic 
Acid in Making Vinegar. 


v inegar. Dirt, grass, leaves, and any foreign sub stance, if allowed to got 
Into the press with the apples, will not only injure the flavor b ut may retard 
the vinegar-making processes. 
The apples should b e ground fine and then 
pressed slowly. 
As much of the juice as possib le should b e pressed out, b ut 
it is not profitab le to add w afer to the pomace for a second pressing. 
T he 
cider should he allowed to settle 
i'or a day or two in loosely stoppered b ar­ 
rels or other covered receptacles, 
> 
T here are two well-known processes for converting hard cider into vine­ 
gar. 
One is known as the slow-b arrol process. 
T his is the simplest and 
requires the least work and attention, b ut the disadvantage of requiring a 
long time for completion. The second method is known as the rolling genera­ 
tor process, which is more elab orate and requires daily attention.

In Art of Husking Corn 


Coen husking is rapidly b ecoming 
nn a rt of rare, attainm ent, 
In years 
past, ob serves a w riter in the Illinois 
State Register, many good stories have 
b een told ab out records achieved b y 
men accomplished in 
that 
art. 
As 
stated b y a husking ex pert, in years 
past, farm ers coupled size w ith skill 
and would not hire a, hand to husk 
corn unless he w as a giant physically. 
Those w ere the days b efore the sci­ 
ence of the b usiness had b een devel­ 
oped. 
Ex perience taught the lesson 
that the w rist motion, if properly ac­ 
quired, would enab le an ordinary b usk­ 
er to develop speed. 
When the sci­ 
ence of the game w as b rought out, 
the smaller men gradually won recog­ 
nition as b uskers, of rare ab ility. 
No standard of production can b e 
laid down to govern the ab ility of the 
average b usker. 
The foundation of 
the corn determines greatly the speed 
of the picker. 
With corn of medium 
height, 
well 
m atured and 
standing 
erect, there Is some opportunity to 
estim ate a good day’s work. 
T hese 
three conditions rarely ever ex isted 
at the sam e time. 
Viewed from the angle of a trade, 
com shucking is rapidly b ecoming a 
craft, according to the announcem ent 
of a local trade 
journal. 
In 
past 
years corn 
shuckers 
have 
worked 
without any attem pt to seeure a uni­ 
form rate. 
In most cases the shucker 
worked b y the day and it followed 
that on rainy and storm y days, the 
linen drew their wages, even though 
they di» l not go into the field. 
As com b usking grew to b o more 
and more a profession, it is reported, 
ihe hiuikers b egan to angle for short­ 
er hours and a more uniform scale of 
wages, either b ased upon

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Why the Setting Sun Seems 
Larger and of Oval Shape. 


W e all kliow an Optical illusion 
makes the setting sun seem larger and 
often of an oval shape, says Popular 
Astronomy, b ut a recent ex planation 
b y W. F. Badgley of some of the 
causes which b ring this ab out is in­ 
teresting. 
The atm osphere near the 
earth’s surface, when hot and dusty, 
acts as a magnifying glass 
Looking 
upward, we see through more rarefied 
air, which does not possess the magni­ 
fying power. 
The oval appearance is 
due to the fact that the sun is seen 
through the edge of an aerial lens, 
which may he clearly illustrated b y 
drawing a squall circle on a piece of 
white paper and placing a reading 
glass over it. 
Under the center of the ! 
lens the circle appears round, b ut if j 
the giass is moved until the circle isJ 
near its edge its shape changes to an j 
oval.

season. 


Let u s hav e histories written from the larger point of v iew which lias 


been v ou chsafed u s. 
Let u s tell the tru th, by all means, bu t the whole 


tru th. 
“No tax ation -withou t representation” shou ld appear in the accou nt 


of the rev olu tion; also, the Boston tea party . 
Bu t d o not omit German 


George III., with the accent on the German, the last au tocratic king of

sians. 
Do not forget Bu rke and Pitt, friend s of America, and the latter’s 


ex clamation in parliament: “ I am glad the colonies resisted .” 


When we come to the civ il war let the child ren know, by all means, of 


the Shenad oah, Florid a and other commerce d estroy ers illegally bu ilt in 


English shipy ard s.

Why all this? 
First, in the interest of tru th and ju stice; second , for 


the promotion of international u nity and happiness.

the day when the armistice was sign­ 
ed. 
No coronation or royal jubilee 
has seen such a marvel of cloth.

Hardly a house, however small and 
humble, in the

twenty miles radius of the largest city 
in the world was Without its decora­ 
tions. 
And the Stars and 
Stripes 
were more conspicuous than any fla g 
except the Union Jack. 
Wherever two flags hung together 
the American emblem was

the American colors saluted the eye 
everywhere. 
Big ones, large enough 
to hide an ordinary house, hung in

shortly could not hope to see their 
sweethearts for an indefinite period, 
possibly never, if they left them In 
starving, disrupted 
Russia, 
wliere 
food is denied to persons not regard­ 
ed as “ clhss-conscious workmen” and 
all persons not in sympathy with 
Bolshevism are dispossessed. 
Many officials of the French and 
British colonies married in the last 
trying days of their stay in Mos- 
sow and Petrograd, but the wedding 
of Captain W. L. Hicks, military aide 
to Bruce Lockhart, the British dip­ 
lomatic? Representative 
in 
Moscow, 
was accomplished in the face of great­ 
er obstacles perhaps, than those of 
other Entente citizens who manag­ 
ed to marry between jail sentences 
and searches. 
Captain Hicks 
was 
one of the 
French and English officials who were 
held as prisoners in the American, 
consulate-General at Moscow.

Am erican airm en in F ra nce brough t 
down a tota l of 854 G erm an airplanes 
and 82 G erm an balloons, against an 
American loss of 271 planes and 4 5 
balloons, according to a report cabled 
by M ajor Gen. H argord on Dec. 15, 
and m ade public by th e w ar d e p a rt­ 
ment. 
D estruction of th e 354 of the 
enem y planes and 57 of the balloons 
had been officially confirm ed. 
The tota l casualties of the A m eri­ 
can air service in action are given as 
4 42, Including 109 killed, 103 w ound ­ 
ed, 200 missing, 27 prisoners and 3 
interned. 
W hen th e 
arm istice 
ended 
th e 
fighting, th e report said, th e re w ere 
39 Am erican air sq uad rons 
at 
the 
front. 
T hey included 20 p ursuit, 6 
day , and 
one 
nigh t 
b om bardm ent 
squadrons and five arm y , 12 corps, 
and one night observation squadrons. 
The totai personnel w as 2,161 offi­ 
cers and 22,351 m en at 
the 
front, 
with an additional 4.6 43 officers and 
28,353 men in the service of supply . 
Eight A m erican fly ing officers w ere 
detailed w ith the B ritish arm y and 
4 9 officers and 525 m en 
w ith 
the 
F rench forces. 
The total strength of the A m erican 
air service in F rance was 58.09 0 of 
whom 6 ,86 1 were officers. 
T his was 
ex clusive of th e air service m ech an­ 
ics’ regim ent w ith th e French arm y ,

officers

men. 
Up to Nov. 16, Gen. H arbord said, 
a total of 6 ,47 2 planes of all ty pes

for service and 66 4 for schools, 4 21 
day bom bers w ilh 8 5 additional for 
schools and 31 night, reconnaissance 
machines.

Though scientifically regarded as 
“the most dangerous and probably the 
most deadly ” of Australian snakes, the 
death adder has to its credit many 
every day proofs to the contrary ; so 
many , indeed, that some are inclined 
to class It as comparatively harmless, 
the reasons for such opinion being: 
(1) the small size of the creature, re- 
(lucing the risks erf its being inter­ 
fered with Inadvertently ; (2) its am ia­ 
bility ; (3) the fact that unless the 
sensitive membrane at the end of the 
tail, to which the curved spine is the 
culminating point, is trodden on or 
otherwise Insulted, the chances are 
that there will be no active resent­ 
ment. 
Many y ears ago a locality in Aus­ 
tralia suffered from a raid by bush 
rats, which congregated in great num ­ 
bers. 
Similar plagues have often been 
recorded from the western dow ns; but 
the coastal visitation was singular, for 
it was associated with death adders, 
which seemed to be on good term s 
with the rats. One of the settlers was 
growing sweet potatoes on a fairly 
large scale for pig food, the plow be­ 
ing used for the harvesting of the crop. 
Seldom was a furrow run for the full 
length of the field without turning 
both adders and rats. 
Suddenly the rats migrated, nnd 
then the death adders disappeared, 
few of either being seen for a decade 
when the association between them 
was again sensationally illustrated. 
The daughter of a settler rose at 
dawn, and with others ran off to the 
vegetable garden for salads for break­ 
fast. 
While she was looking for a 
seemly cucumber, a rat was disturbed, 
and almost immediately after she was 
bitten by a death adder which had lain 
inert at the very spot whence the rat 
had fled. 
The child recovered, while 
the deceptive snake, which will not 
submit to have its tail saluted even 
by the airiest Of trends, was killed. 
This illustrates afresh the singular as­ 
sociation between an adder and a rat. 
Why and for w hat purpose does this 
ipparent amicability ex ist?

The degree of enlargement is 
roughly proportioned to the height at 
which the aviator is accustomed to 
fly , so that simple ex amination of the 
X-ray plate suffices to determine n 
m an’s branch of fly ing service, wheth­ 
er he Is doing chasing and bombing 
work at high altitudes or is engaged 
a ' harry ing infantry , etc., at compara­ 
tively low altitudes.. 
The enlargement seems to be sy m­ 
metrical. and it does not appear to in­ 
volve serious trouble. 
It is due to the 
h eart’s adapting itself to the ex tra 
work put upon it by changes in the 
blood circulation because of the vary ­ 
ing 
conditions 
in 
the 
atmosphere 
through which the aviator flies and 
to the general happenings incident to 
aviation.
